Atomic Power History 


Do you want to learn how to pro­ 
duce electricity most effectively from 
the atom? To start with, you’d better 
have $700 million to spend. That is the 
sum budgeted for an effort to produce 
low-cost atomic power. It involves 24 
development projects, in which some 
120 investor-owned light and power 
companies are participating. 
At the beginning, a good many peo­ 
ple misunderstood the significance of 
atomic power. They thought that, in a 
comparatively brief period of time, it 
would make all the other sources of 
electricity virtually obsolete. But the 
atom contained profound secrets, and 
not all of them have yet been disclosed. 
There are a number of types of practi­ 
cal reactors, and only research and ex­ 
periment can determine which is best. 
To date atomic energy has been more 
costly than energy produced from the 
conventional fuels. 
In the foreseeable future, the bulk of

electricity will come from conventional 
fuels, with nuclear fuels an important 
and growing supplement. Nuclear en­ 
ergy, for the time being at least, will be 
produced most widely in areas where 
electric costs are relatively high, be­ 
cause of remoteness from fuel sources 
or some other inescapable cause. 
Meanwhile, 
seven 
nuclear 
power 
plants are presently in operation, and 
three more are scheduled to go to work 
this year. Two more still will follow in 
1963. Many other such projects are in 
the planning, design and test stages. 
The investor-owned electric companies, 
working with the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, equipment manufacturers, and 
other interested parties, are making the 
most of the opportunity. The going pro­ 
gram is the world’s most advanced and 
comprehensive in this astonishing field, 
in spite of all the ballyhoo we have been 
given by public power advocates about 
Russia’s wonderful power development. 


Two Faces O f Auto Safety 


There are two sides to the traffic 
safety picture, which continues to look 
gloomy for 1962. 
One is the actual size of the toll 
taken by accidents. Through August, 
the nationwide figure was 25,910 deaths, 
a 9 per cent increase over 1961. 
Based on incomplete September re­ 
turns, the National Safety Council 
claims we could be headed for a record 
year in traffic deaths — somewhere 
near the 41,000 mark. 
Pennsylvania has been following the 
trend this year, after several years of 
pace-setting for major driving states. 
Through August, there have been 1,024 
deaths in the Commonwealth, a 10.3 per 
cent increase over 1961. 
lf the death toll can take such a 
dramatic bounce upward, what good are 
all the safety programs and safety 
legislation? 
That’s where the second, more opti­ 
mistic side of the picture comes into 
play. 
The number of vehicles on the road 
and the number of miles traveled keep 
going up, and this increases the possi­ 
bility of accident. Yet, the number of 
traffic deaths per IOO million miles 
traveled has decreased steadily. 
National Safety Council figures on 
this death rate tell the story: 
In 1921, with a million vehicles 
traveling 550 million miles, there were 
13,900 deaths for a death rate of 25.

In 1946, with 34 million vehicles 
traveling 341 billion miles, there were 
33,411 deaths for a death rate of IO. 
Last year, with 76 million vehicles 
traveling 735 billion miles, there were 
38,000 deaths for a death rate of 5. 
This stands as a tribute to the bet­ 
ter engineering of roads and cars, the 
increased attention paid to safety ed­ 
ucation, stronger traffic safety pro­ 
grams in states like Pennsylvania and 
more diligent enforcement of the traffic 
laws. But the death rate has jumped to 
5.1 through the first two-thirds of 1962, 
and that is why the Council is worried. 
Pennsylvania’s death rate is running 
about 3.7. 
If there is any answer to this traffic 
safety program, which grows moi* 
complex each year, it’s to avoid com­ 
placency about what has been accom­ 
plished and to continue the legislative- 
educational-engineering-law e n f o r c e ­ 
ment approach that has helped to cut 
back the death rate down through the 
years. 
Governor Lawrence has made traf­ 
fic safety a cornerstone of his Admiif- 
istration’s list of accomplishments. He 
built on a program initiated by Gover­ 
nor Leader, and he built well. Governor- 
elect Scranton will have to continue this 
emphasis on traffic safety if the §ta4/ 
is to stay even, much less make moi'fe 
progress.

Washington, November 15 — 
Red China is dickering for an­ 
other huge purchase of Canadian 
grain — this time 2.5 million 
turns.

Harrisburg — It hung like a 
thin thread in the air; an al­ 
most tenuous thread * and then 
ever so gently there was a snip; 
the thread parted. 
It was a pattern those around 
Pennsylvania's Capitol Hill were 
watching as a due to the in­ 
coming administration of Gover­ 
nor-elect William W. Scranton. 
By and large an answer was 
found, for the moment at least, 
in this gentle snip.

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Certainly, Brarry Goldwater wifl 
not be ignored in the 1964 Re­ 
publican Convention. He may not 
get the Presidential nomination 
but any candidate would be 
pleased to have hum as a Vice 
Presidential candidate because 
he would be an asset. 
So the Republicans stand in 
1962 as regards to 1964. Much 
can happen between now and 
then, but the consensus is among 
the professionals in both parties 
that in 1964 John F, Kennedy 
will be re-elected. It would take 
a national catastrophe to bring 
on his defeat. 
Despite the fact that newspap­ 
ermen find many ways of jok­ 
ing about him and despite the 
further fact, that fault can be 
found with him as impetuous or 
, as too slow, about not being able 
to make up his mind or as be­ 
ing too intemperate in his lan­ 
guage or manner, he neverthe­ 
less is very popular with the 
American people as the vote in 
the 1962 election showed.

Like eyeglasses, hearing aids 
have to be tailored to your par­ 
ticular* needs. An ear examina­ 
tion and hearing tests can tell. 
You might have ear trouble 
that needs treatment — a wax- 
filled canal or lingering infec­ 
tion. Other tests would s h o w 
whether sound vibrations a r e 
blocked before reaching the in­ 
ner ear. It changes waves into 
nerve signals.

“suggested" to Prime Minister 
John Diefenbaker that he either 
call off thesfc backstage negotia­ 
tions, or use the Communists’ 
urgent need for grain to pleasure 
them into halting their menacing 
aggression against India. 
These efforts have gotten no­ 
where with Diefenbaker. 
His response has been that this 
is a business transaction strictly 
between his country and Red 
China. In other words, he has 
politely but emphatically told 
the U. S. and India, “Mind your 
own business." 
Fully supporting him in that 
stand are Britain and Australia. 
Basis of Australia’s attitude is 
self-evident, That British com­ 
monwealth already has sold 
about one million tons of grain 
to the Communists, and appar­ 
ently hopes to sell more. Britain 
has sold a number of airliners 
to the Chinese, and doubtless 
aspires to sell more, as well as 
other things. 
While objecting to Canada’s 
selling more grain to Red China, 
neither the U. S. new India 
raised any complaint against 
Australia and France dou^ so. 
Also, neither have they done 
anything about Canada’s com­ 
pleting its present shipments to 
the Communists. 
For Diefenbaker these h u g e 
agricultural sales are a major 
political factor. 
They have played a crucial 
role in his party’s retaining the 
support of the so-called “prairie 
vote.” As his government is now 
holding power only by a narrow 
margin, this £arra backing is 
vital. 
So far, only the Social Credit 
Party has denounced t t h e s e 
grain sales. 
The Liberal Party, headed by 
Lester Pearson, winner of til® 
1967 Nobel Pence Prise, has krpt 
silent on die issue. 
U. S. Agriculture Department 
experts reached a startling o c ­ 
clusion in an exhaustive study of 
future food production in Red 
China; By 1980 that country Mil 
be utterly unable to feed its 
constantly soaring population un­ 
less drastic measures are taken 
to curb it, or the present collec­ 
tivized agricultural system ie 
radically changed. 
The study concludes that neith­ 
er of these essentia] remedies is 
likely to be instituted.

WASHINGTON <AP( - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has contributed all 
of his government salaries to 
charity since 1947 when lie entered 
Congress White House sources said 
Wednesday. 
In line with this, informants 
said, Kennedy will contribute his 
$100,000 presidential pay to char­ 
ities this year, as he did last 
year. However, the 196T salary 
didn’t quite hit that total since he 
was not inaugurated until Jan. 20. 
Kennedy is doing the same as 
another wealthy president before 
him, Herbert Hoover, did three 
decades ago. 


Kennedy is able to pay his own 
personal expenses because of iden­ 
tical trust funds set up by his 
multimillionaire father.

In animals, Dr. Fraser said, a 
wide range of drugs has created 
birth defects. Although it is dif 
ficult to prove what drugs harm 
human babies, the evidence is 
strong enough to suggest caution 
to pregnant women in using many 
medicines—from cortisone to as­ 
pirin. 
More and more evidence shows 
that the baby, seemingly protect 
ed within the mother’s womb, is 
heir to many of the ills and stress­ 
es suffered by the mother. 
Cortisone may produce a cleft 
palate. Radiation can produce 
genetic damage directly to the 
egg cell or to the developing 
embryo. Vitamin deficiencies also; 
produce defects.

Tension is rising over Cuba 
again. 
The Soviet Union has not kept 
its promise to arrange for ade­ 
quate inspection to reassure the 
United 
States 
about 
offensive 
weapons on the island. 
Vice President Lyndon B. John­ 
son has inferentially opened the 
back door for revision or cancel­ 
lation 
of 
President 
Kennedy’s 
promise not to invade Cuba if the 
agreement was carried out. He 
sa id the United States would nev 
er give any pledge fortifying com­ 
munism against the action of tree 
men anywhere. 
The President, In what many 
observers considered a mistake, 
failed to qualify the newnvision 
agreement with a reference to fu­ 
ture provocations either by the 
U.S.S.R. or by the Cuban regime. 
The Soviet Union, therefore, has 
tried to shift Hie burden for com­ 
pliance to Castro. Castro accepts 
it. The musk* goes round and 
round. Just as it has gone so often 
when the Soviet Union has agreed 
in principle to inspection at one 
point or another, wily to vitiate 
the whole subject when it came 
down to details. 
In the meantime the American 


people, who so applauded the very 
accurate estimate of their govern­ 
ment that the Soviet Union would 
not dare flout the missile ultima­ 
tum, are asking pointed questions. 
What license docs tile .Soviet Un­ 
ion have to bargain over matters 
which solely affect the Americas, 
such as Guantanamo? Does this 
license lie solely upon a Soviet 
estimate that, once having accept­ 
ed United Nations mediation, the 
United States hesitates to put it 
aside? 
lf you get the drop on a burglar 
on your front porch, do you let 
him walk away with his gun and 
then argue from a distance about 
whether he had a right to be 
there? 
The matter of the United Na­ 
tions goes to another very serious 
point. You can feel a new cold 
draft blowing into the warm spot 
Americans have tried to keep for 
the United Nations. 
Another question bejng raised is 
why the Washington administra­ 
tion thinks 30 days or IOO days or 
I .OOO days are enough in which to 
maintain a blockade against now 
aggression by the same people 
who staged the old one.

Market Resumes

NEW YORK (AP)—Fueted by 
some encouraging economic re­ 
ports, the stock market resumed 
its upside rampage in another vi­ 
gorous session Wednesday. 
The list was irregularly lower 
in the early morning as it contin­ 
ued Tuesday’s mild spell of profit 
taking, but the desire to buy over­ 
came caution and stocks moved 
ahead in heavy trading.

Gains of 
key issues ran from fractions to 
3 points or so.

LILY OF THE VALLEY: I’m 
rften asked if Wa possible to grow 
ily of the valley indoors and still 
jet blossoms. Yes. it s possible. 
foil can buy frozen valley plants 
(jailed “pips” in the trade!, or 
/ou can treat your own outdoor 
jlants for winter forcing. 
This is another way of saying 
hat the plants will not bloom in- 
ioors unless given a low-tempera- 
ture treatment. How do you give 
hem the cold treatment? Dig the 
alants now and store at 32 degs. 
F. or lower for a month or so. 
rhen they may be planted in sand 
or sand-peat mixture and forced to 
(lower in about 3 weeks. 
A high humidity is helpful and 
you can get .this effect by using 
plastic tents or glass aquariums. 
Sunlight is not needed. After flow 
ering, keep the plants growing in 
a bright window and when good 
weather comes, plant them out­ 
doors. 
You can buy frozen lily of the 
valley pips from flower bulb spe­ 
cialists, just as florists do. The 
pips may be planted rn pots or 
bowls. A container 6 inches wide 
and 5 inches deep wall hold 12 
boughten pips. Make plants every 
week or ID days so that you will 
have blossoms all winter long. 
For Christmas flowering, plant 
December 3rd; for New Year’s 
blooms, plant December 10th. In 
other words plant about 21 days 
before any special date that you 
wish to have the flowers. 
MILLIPEDES: Also a i l e d 
'“Ihotwand legged worms", this 
pest (not a true insect) often en­ 
ters homes in fall, living in damp 
cellars. They enter homes in tiny 
wail cracks or thru cellar doors 
and spend the winters, feeding on 
decaying organic matter. Maili 
pedes are harmless, though quite 
horrifying to a house wife. 
Control: Dust some chlordane in 
the area where you see the pest. 
Try to drink up any Grades in the 
cellar wall, also. 
Spiders cause a lot of consterna­ 
tion to home owners. Nobody 
seems to like the pest (including 
Question 
Box 


ourselves) yet far from causing 
any appreciable damage, spiders 
. hould be ranked near the top of 
any list of mankind’s friends. Spi­ 
ders will eat any kind of insect, 
thus help to keep the insect popu­ 
lation in balance. There are more 
than 17,000 known species of spi­ 
ders, and probably as many more 
still undiscovered. 
What’s the best way to get rid 
of spiders in the home? Breaking 
down the cobwebs is only a tem­ 
porary step. Spraying likely areas 
with Lindane does a good job dis­ 
couraging the pests, and hand- 
swatting is another means for re­ 
ducing the population. 
SAWDUST: Many gardeners 
were surprised to find that my re­ 
cent garden handbook recommend­ 
ed sawdust for mulching and com­ 
posting. They learned that saw­ 
dust does NOT poison soils or 
make them acid. The only precau­ 
tion you must take is drat you 
should add some form of nitrogen 
to the sawdust to offset the tem­ 
porary shortage that’s apt to oc­ 
cur in the soil. Any plant food 
with nitrogen will do the trick. So, 
ii you have access to sawdust by 
all means horde it tor use as a 
mulch around shrubs, roses and 
evergreens.

ROBIN1A: What about the Ro- 
binia (Row-Bin-ee-uh) as a shade 
tree? The advertisements featur­ 
ing the Robin!® don’t tell the 
whole story and could lead to bit­ 
ter disappointment. The true black 
locust (Robinia pseudocacia) is a 
tall tree, 75 feet or so, bearing 
white, fragrant flowers in droop­ 
ing dusters in early June. 
This is a weed tree bearing dry 
seed pods in October, November 
or later. There are several vnri- 
tas, 
including 
Descain 
lociBt, 
Thornless black locust, Ferptual 
black locust, umbrella black lo­ 
cust, to name a few. 
The foliage is thin, hence shade 
provided is almost negligible. 
Trees are susceptible to borers 
which can cause disfigurement or 
death. 
Do not coof use the black locust 


with the hooeylocust (Gleditsia tri* 
acanthus) which is a good tree. 
The thornless types are preferred. 
The thornless varieties of honey- 
loeust such as “Moraine", "Im-| 
penal", and "Sunburst” are be­ 
coming increasingly popular as 
shade and ornamental trees. 
Along with the increased plant­ 
ing of these trees you get a cor­ 
responding increase in insect prob­ 
lems. This happens whether you 
raise apples, grain or flowers, and 
the problem is often multiplied 
many-fold when stock is propagat­ 
ed by budding, grafting or ma­ 
tings since such populations have) 
no "new blood" an them. One of 
(he worst pests to trouble honey- 
locust is the borer. 
Evidence: Exudation of large 
quantities of "gum" in infested 
area. v 
Control: None. Other insects af­ 
fecting honeylocust include p o d 
gall, webworm, mite and leafhop­ 
per. My suggestion to nurserymen, 
landscape designers and homeown­ 
ers is this: Do not use honeylocust 
and its varieties excessively or we 
may induce an epidemic of unde­ 
sirable pests. 
Do not overplant any s i n g l e 
specie*. We overpianted the Amer­ 
ican Elm and now we’re witness­ 
ing epidemics of Dutch Elm dis­ 
case and phloem necrosria robbing 
us of our stately elms.

QUESTION OF THE WEEK: C. 
L. of Stroudsburg; "Please teH me 
the correct depth for planting 
trees. Same aay to plant them 
deeper than they were grown in 
the nursery, others say to plant 
them not quite aa deep. Doe* it 
make any difference?’* 
In planth« shade trees (or fruit 
trees) don't make the mistake of 
planting too deep. Proper depth 
cannot be exceeded by more than 
a couple of inches without risking 
Injury to the tree. A rnde rule is to 
plant the tree the aune depth at 
which * grew in the nursery. You 
can tail this by examining the 
base of the trunk. 
Note rn place where there Is a 
definite change In the color and 
texture of the bark. Above, the 
bark is generally rough and weath­ 
ered; below it is smooth and yei- 
lowWh. Usually the stem is slight­ 
ly enlarged from this some toward 
tie furs whorl of roots. 
This aone is known as the root 
collar, separating the stem and 
the roots. It marks the original 
ground line, and is the depth to 
which the tree should be planted 
L. 8. of Fbrttond; "I followed 
your advice an piinsettias and 
now toe tollage is dropping. Buds 
are terming and I don’t under-1 
stand what s wrong." 
Usually whenever you bring a 
poinsettia in from outdoors the 
leaves will yellow off ar drop, if 
the roots have hem disturbed. For 
that reason we recommend giving 
the pot a couple of turns each 
week while the plant is outdoors 
This breaks off toe roots and pre­ 
vents bedding of foliage when the 
poinsettia is brought inside.

Put Up Or Sell 


By William A. Doyle 


Q. I am a very worried wom­ 
an. In 1955 I put all my savings 
($15,000) into stocks. I did very 
well until 1960, when I began 
buying stocks on margin. Then 
nothing went well. 
Now I owe my broker a great 
d e a l of money. I am afraid to 
call him, for fear he will ask the 
to put up more money, lf he 
does, what should I do? 
A. You will have your choice of 
two things. You can either put up 
mope collateral or sell some (or 
all) of your stocks. 


I advise you to do either one or 
Hie other immediately. Pay off ail 
your debt to your broker, so that 
you own your stocks outright. 
Stop trading on margin. This col­ 
umn has always warned investors 
about the added dangers of trad­ 
ing on margin. 
If you don’t square away your 
debt to the broker and the market 
values of the stocks in your mar­ 
gin account fall far enough, you 
won’t have to worry about calling 
the broker. He’ll (all you. 
He will make a "margin call’ 
upon you to put up additional col­ 
lateral. If you don’t, he will start

selling your stocks — as he has 
every right to do. 
When you buy stocks on margin, 
you put up only part of the neces­ 
sary money (50 percent, under 
present regulations) and borrow 
the rest through your broker. If 
your "equity” in Hic margin ac­ 
count drops to 25 percent, the 
broker will start selling y o u r 
stocks. 
You don’t give the details of 
your margin account. So, let’s 
make up an example. Let’s say 
you put up $15,000 and borrowed 
$15,000, in order to buy stocks 


with a total market value of $30,* 
OOO. 
At that point your equity was 
50 percent of die value of the 
stocks in the account. 
Let’s say the market values of 
those stocks fall to $20,000. Re­ 
member that you still owe the 
broker $15,000. Your equity is $5,- 
000. That’s 25 percent of the $20,- 
000. The broker then starts selling 
your stocks. He is required to do 
that, by stock exchange rules. 
Actually, brokers normally start 
making margin calls for more col­ 
lateral before things reach the 
critical stage outlined above. 


Q. I am rather confused by 
the ‘‘settlement date” situation. 
When I buy stock I must pay my 
broker on or before the settle 
nicnt date listed on the conflr 
ma Hon statement. Doesn’t this 
work two ways? When I s e I I 
stock, isn’t the broker supposed 
to send me the net 
proceeds 
from the sale on or before the 
settlement date? 


A. The broker can’t send you a 
check for the net proceeds from 
the sale of stock before the settle­ 
ment date. At least, he’s not sup­ 
posed to. That’s against the rules. 
However, he sould send you the 
check on the settlement date — 
if you request it. Remember that 
many people leave some money 
with their brokers. 
The mailing of cheeks repre­ 
senting the proceeds from the sale 
of stock on the settlement date is 
seldom an automatic thing. 
But, if you want the money, tell 
your broker when you order him 
to sell the stock. 
Then, if he doesn’t mail the 
check on the settlement date, you 
will have reason to complain.
